Mrs. Chatopadhyaya was the

woman arrested in

Mahatma Gandhi instituted his pas­ 
sive resistance campaign against Brit­ 
ish rule two months ago. 
She was a r­ 
rested less than 24 hours after she 
was chosen to lead a raid of 2,000 
independence seekers on the Wadala 
salt depot, near here Sunday. 
By the arrest, the British govern­ 
ment apparently wished 
to 
indicate 
that, because a woman now heads the 
passive resistance campaign, it would 
not soften in its determination to put 
down the revolt. 
Women have been active since the 
start of the campaign as picketers of 
liquor and foreign cloth shops, but un­ 
til Mrs. Naidu accepted the leadership 
vacated by the arrest of Gandhi and 
Abbas Tyabji, the government had ig­ 
nored them.

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How's the Road Ahead i 


If Minnesota is not Roinpr to pave its trunk, highways at a 
faster rate than two or th roo hundred miles a year, it owes a 
Service to its highway users when the bottom goes oui of some of 
Its unpaved roads, says the Minneapolis Journal editorially. 
It should be possible to establish and maintain daily informa­ 
tion service throughout the State, by means of which reliable and 
accurate data on every unpaved trunk highway and alternate route 
would be available. 
And it should be a service that would not 
fu n k at facts. 
Many a trunk highway west and northwest of Willmar, in 
West Central Minnesota, has been impassable in the last, week. 
Drivers could get to Ponnock, five miles west of Willmar, and then 
fwd to hunt a road out, for the State Trunk Highway westward 
Was closed. Drivers likewise could get to Osakis on paving, and 
Ihen gamble with the roads. So, too, at Brainerd. If roundabout 
routes finally brought them, say to Fergus Falls, it was to learn 
tjmt they would have great difficulty getting to Fargo or Breck­ 
enridge, though they might be lucky enough to find detours. And 
these are instances that might be paralleled elsewhere in Min­ 
nesota. 
It is possible, in times of mud and rain, to get through on 
'Some routes by taking long detours, or gambling with long round 
about trunks and spending time and money on extra miles. 
Blit 
every traveler must work his way along, learning for himself, ii 
Se is lucky, and to his sorrow, if he is unlucky, what road condi­ 
tions are fifty or seventy-five miles ahead on his desired route. 
These conditions obtain, because Minnesota has failed to pave 
So many of its trunks. They are just what might Is* expected in 
a rainy season such as we've ls*en having. But if Minnesota is to 
fpntinuc its present policy, it ought to guide its travelers on their 
Way. 
A weekly statement of road conditions is not enough; in­ 
dued, such a listing is all hut useless. What is needed is a relia­ 
ble information bureau in every towfn along the unpaved highways, 
Bifid similar service to all who desire or are obliged to venture oil 
the paved highways, in some parts of the State Trunk Highway 
System. 
It might cost a little money, though it would seem that 
tilling stations and telephone companies would l>e glad to co­ 
operate without cost. 
Road information is no substitute for paving, but it is an es- 
sential, so long as Minnesota’s paving comprises less than one- 
fifth of its seven thousand miles of Trunk Highway.

What is needed is a relia­ 
ble information bureau in every town along the unpaved highways, 
"“rid similar service to all who desire or are obliged to venture off 
ie paved highways, in some parts of the State Trunk Highway 
Jystem. It might cost a little money, though it would seem that 
filing stations and telephone companies would be glad to co­ 
operate without cost.
